Fungus 


During the past year Professor H. J. 
Quayle and A. B. Taylor of the citrus 
experiment station at Riverside have 
been, making exhaustive investigations 
regarding the work of fungus disease 
on black scale which infest the citrus 
^groves of California. 
Also, whether 
such fungus can be artificially propa­ 
gated and made to work successfully 
and efficiently on groves in localities 
where it does not naturally occur. 


In the state horticultural commission* 
«r's monthly bulletin'of July, 1915, a 
full report is made of these experi­ 
ments, of which a summary is as fol­ 
lows: 


1. The effect of the Isaria fungus 
growing under suitable conditions in a 
moist chamber, either in the laboratory 
or the field, was found to kill a fair 
percentage of the black scale. 


2. The results in attempting to dis 
seminate the fungus artificiully under 
natural conditions in thp field, at least 
at tho season indicated, have been 
•wholly negative. 


3. From observations made in the 
various groves where tho fungus hn» 
been dissominatcd commercially, there 
is absolutely no evidence, thus far, to 
show that the fungus has been of any 
importance whatever in checking the 
scales. 


4. Where 
natural 
conditions are 
favorable for the development of the 
fungus, as in the district contiguous 
to tho coast in Santa Barbara county, 
tho Isaria will kill more or loss of tho 
black scale, but tho field whore it 
would thrive cannot be greatly on 
larged, if at all, by attempts at arti 
Ucial dissemination. 


fi. Prom our recent experiments and 
observations, as well as general obBor 
vations made on this fungus since 1008, 
tho writers feel justified in extending 
to citrus growers no hope that this fun 
gus will keep their trees freo from tho 
black scale. 
Beport of tho Committee Appointed to 
Investigate the Artificial Control 
of the Black Scale by Fungi 
In Los Angeles County. 


Mr. William Wood of Los Angelos 
lias felt that his. work as county horti­ 
cultural commissioner of Los Angeles 
cpunty is embarrassed by claims that 
4,tty>, J&l^tH^H*^*. cpujtpUef-by, 
ihb artificial dissemination'of. a fun* 
gus.

Boxes of this deadly poison 
have 
been loft open and unguarded near tho 
sido of tho road, whero children are 
constantly passing. Ike white crystals 
look so much liko candy that a number 
of parents havo complained that tho 
leaving of the cyanide unguarded is 
very dangerous. The city marshal has 
warned fumigators to keep the cyanido 
away from placos whero children can 
get at it. A small grain of it placed on 
a child's'tongue is sufficient to cause 
almost instant death.

THE COVINA VALLEY SITUATION. 


' p u r i n g the last three years the public has shown quite a marked 
tendency to bo suspicious of newspaper optimism. It has been re­ 
garded as a species of "whistling to keep u p courage," and it can 
bo admitted that this would be rather a shrewd guess. 


But eonditiqns are actually better as the holidays approach than 
they were at this time last year. , The tension is subsiding, and moro 
people are speaking hopefully. 
Bank deposits have been growing 
until there is moro. money deposited now than at any time in five 
years in this state, and it only needs a little more confidence to set it 
at work. The trouble now of course is that ,tho banks are holding it 
us fast as it comes in. Safo loans are not numerous, or what bankers 
cull safo IOUUB in these timos. 


In the Covina valley the situation is this—that after three years 
of poor returns from citrus fruits, we are now faced by a season that 
has all tho ear-marks of a fairly-prosperous one. The navel crop is 
about 70 per cent of normal; the fruit is in good condition; business 
conditions are better in the east, and with these things working 
together, there should be "dollar n e t " navels this winter and spring. 


AVc have already had two good early rains. The one this week 
came at just tho right time to insure a heavy stand of cover-crops for 
tho winter. All the old-timers say that when rains come early there 
is less likelihood of cold weather. The first navels being shipped out 
are bringing good prices. 
With a light cron to market t'l^JJliL'iit 
ought to stay up. 


Yes, it looks as if we might confidently hope for a better season 
than has been tho case in tho last three years. 
Most of us will not 
bo guilty of shouting good times too soon, but looking at the situation 
from every practical standpoint, tho signs seem to point to a happier 
time coming?.

Postmaster D. F. Stafford has issued 
the following rules and suggestions to 
iflt the increased postal business of the 
holiday season: 


Address your parcels plainly and 
fully. and place the address of the 
sender in the upper left hand corner 
of the package. Parcels are frequently 
missent because^ th^ address of the 
Bender is more conspicuously placed 
than that of the person for whom the 
parcel is meant. .Pack all articles care­ 
fully and wrap them securely, but do 
not seal them by placing Christmas 
sfals over the string, as sealed parcels 
are subject to postage at the letter 
rate. Mail your parcels in plenty of 
time to reach the destination before 
Christmas day, as parcels held until 
there is just time for them to arrive 
frequently defeat their own purpose by 
the mass of matter. Written inscrip­ 
tions, such as ,"Do not open until 
Christmas," 
"With 
best 
wishes," 
"Happy New Year," and a descrip­ 
tion of contents are permissible addi­ 
tions to fourth class matter (parcels 
post). Books may bear simple dedica­ 
tory inscriptions. Other written addi­ 
tions subject parcels to letter postage. 


Communications paid at first class 
rates may be sent with . parcel post 
packages provided they are securely 
attached to the outside parcels. Final­ 
ly, register your valuable first class 
matter, 10 cents in addition to other 
postage, and insure all valuable par­ 
cels. 


Insurance rates now are: 
Three 
cents up to five dollars value; five 
cents up to twenty-five dollars value; 
ten cents up to fifty dollars value, and 
twenty-five cents up to one hundred 
dollars value. Insurance does not nec­ 
essarily mean Bafe delivery, but it pro­ 
tects the sender against loss and break- 
ago.
